Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 and 5-13 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed process for 
hydroprocessing a petroleum feedstock, said feedstock containing both nitrogen and 
sulfur, said process comprising contacting a feedstock with a bulk multimetallic catalyst 
represented by the formula (X) b (Mo)c(W) d )O z , wherein X is a Group VIII non-noble 
metal, and the molar ratio of b:(c+d) is 05//1 to 3/1,2 = [2b + 6(c+d)]/2, and wherein the 
process is performed specifically claimed and recited conditions of temperature, 
pressure, gas rates, and liquid hourly space velocity. 

The bulk multimetallic catalyst formulaically recited in the instant claims is not 
taught or suggested by the cited references of record.
